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Hunter Training - A Good Project 

We are glad to see the Vulcan Fish & Game 
Association is taking an interest in spoasoniv, a 
hunter training program for this district. 

Sponsored by the Fish and Wildlife Division of 
the Department of Lands and Forests, the course has 
been organized in response to demand from various 
organizations concerned with safe and enjoyable 
hunting and fishing in the province. 

Conceived as a co-operative self-help program, 
the course will be given first to a number of in¬ 
structors from various organizations. On graduation 
these people will teach their own members. Examina¬ 
tions will be administered by the Fish and Wildlife 
Division, and those successful will receive a badge 
and a hunter training manual which they may use as 
a ready reference. The manual contains summaries of 
such subjects as game laws and regulations, wildlife 
identification, firearm safety, first aid, survival, and 
even a few words of advice for the wives of hunting 
enthusiasts. This manual is one of the first of its 
type to be produced by a government body in Canada 
and because of limited supply it is available only to 
successful graduates of the course. 

The provincial government should be commended 
for pioneering this new approach to increasing the 
safety and enjoyment of outdoor lovers and rural 
residents. And many will agree that it wouldn’t be 
a bad idea if every holder of a hunting license had to 
attend this type of. course before being issued a 
license. The appalling ignorance of many so-called 
hunters when it comes to knowing game regulations 
or how to handle a firearm is reason enough for mak¬ 
ing attendance at such a training course mandatory 
for all hunters. This will likely never happen, but 
even a voluntary training program aimed at young¬ 
sters and other new hunters is a step in the right 
direction and will be a worthwhile project for Fish 
& Game Associations throughout the province.

The Inspector of mines 
was sent out and he consented to 
an attempt being made for re¬ 
covery by surtace excavation only, 
appointing Mr. Fraser, of the 
Fraser mines, in charge of any 
work that was done. Friends and 
neighbors and an average of 30 
men a day worked all last week, 
removing hundreds of tons of rock 
and earth, but on Saturday when 
mine bottom was struck it was 
impossible to accurately gauge the 
bearings and directions.

$5.00 License 
Required For 
House Trailers 

House trailers in the Province 
of Alberta have never been licens¬ 
ed, which has been a problem to 
travellers who venture outside the 
provincial boundaries, as most 
jurisdictions do have a trailer lic¬ 
ense of some kind. To remedy this 
situation, new regulations will 
come into effect on May 1, that 
provide for a $5.00 license for 
trailers. The trailer plate may be 
changed from one trailer to an¬ 
other, providing they are owned by 
the one person. Farm trailers are 
exempt, when being used in con¬ 
nection with a farm operation, and 
are not conveying goods to or 
from market. Trailers used to 
move buildings are also exempt. 

Trailers are limited to a width 
of 8 feet, with the exception of 
house trailers, which can be 10 
feet in width, and the height can¬ 
not exceed 150 inches. The over¬ 
all length of the unit, including 
the car or truck being used to tow 
the trailer, cannot exceed 60 feet. 
Only one trailer can be towed at 
one time. 

The general definition of trailer 
is: A vehicle so designed that it 
may be attached to or drawn by a 
motor vehicle or tractor and in¬ 
tended to transport persons or pro¬ 
perty and shall also Include any 
trailer which is designed, construct¬ 
ed and equipped as a dwelling 
place, living abode or sleeping 
place, either permanently or tem¬ 
porarily, but does not include 
road building machinery. 

sons, transport property, dwelling 
place, living abode, sleeping place 
now means that holiday trailers, 
tenting trailers, utility trailers, 
boat trailers and horse trailers are 
included and subject to licensing. 

Plates are to be attached to rear 
of trailer. All trailers require two 
means attachment to the towing 
vehicle, so the failure of one will 
not permit the trailer to become 
detached. 

If your trailer including the load 
weighs more than 50% of the tow¬ 
ing vehicle’s weight, brakes are re¬ 
quired. (18 foot and over holiday 
trailers usually equal this weight 
but normally are equipped with 
brakes at the factory.) 

Trailers wider than 80 inches re¬ 
quire as near the top as practical, 
one amber clearance light on each 
side of the front, and one red 
clearance light on each side of the 
rear. Two tail lamps are required. 
A white light is required to illumi¬ 
nate the license plate. All these 
lights shall be hooked up so they 
are on when the tow vehicle lights 
are on. Two reflectors also are re¬ 
quired at extreme edges of the 
rear of the trailer. 

In addition to lights required by 
boat trailers (tail lamps license 
lamp and reflectors) if the boat 
boat being carried overhangs the 
rear of the trailer, the boat will 
require reflectors in order to re¬ 
flect lights of overtaking vehicles. 

Finally no person shall occupy 
or permit other persons to occupy 
a trailer designed, constructed or 
equipped as a dwelling house, liv¬ 
ing abode or sleeping place, while 
such trailer is being moved in a 
highway.
